The Disaster. Near South Union.— Wc 
bavc already sL.ted that there had bean a col 
lision between two detachments of Federal 
troops near South Union, Ky. The affair, or 
curred on Saturday night, near what is known 
as Pilot Knob Meeting-house, which is a point 
about half way between Franklin Mid South 
Union, on the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road. The forces engaged were detachments 
from the 8th Kentucky cavalry, a suuad under 
Capt. Owen surrounding and charging upon 
their friends, under the impression that the 
party thus surrounded was the guerilla force 
which burned the depot at South Union. Capt. 
Owen was killed outright in the midst 
of the charge, and a number of others, 
whose names we could not learn, were wound- 
ed. The guerillas, it will be remembered, 
were disguised in the Federal uniform when 
last seen at South Union, which act of vil- 
lainy caused the fatal mistake on the part of 
our cavalry. 

JfgyThe guerillas who destroyed the freight 
train at Woodburn, on the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad, a few dayo ago, when last 
heard from had crossed Drake's Creek, going 
south. Their flight was most precipitate, as 
they were very hotly pursued, and in their 
haste to cross Drake's Creek, which was much 
swollen by the recent rains, one of the rascals 
was drowned.

°' There are two questions submitted to us by 
this resolution: 1st. The constitutionality; 
and 2d. The expediency of selling the Btocks 
of the Slate in the various hanks of the State, 
with a view of applying the proceed* of the 
sales to the discharge of the public indebted- 
ness as far as the sum. realized will go. lhe 
committee had but little difficulty in respond- 
ing to the first inquiry. The Constitution 
provides that the General Assembly shall have 
no power to pass laws to diminish the resources 
of thu Sinking Fund, as now established by 
law. umilthe debt of the State be paid, but 
may increase them, fcc. (See it, art. Id, tee. 34.) 
This prohibition would be violated only in 
case the Sinking Fund resources were dimin- 
ished by using them for other purposes than 
!he payment of the interest and principal of 
the public debt.

favoring this projtet, that the debts of the 
Slate are fast maturing, and that within the 
next two years a large number of her bonds 
will fall due, for which no provision has been 
or can be made except by the sale of these 
stocks Statement No. 9, of the Condensed 
Report of the Auditor, made January 19, W63, 
"shows the receipts and expenditures of the 
Sinking Fund for the year ending on the loth 
of October, 1S62," and that this fund will 
sustain itself /uWi/, and will be amply sufficient 
to pay alt Interest due by the State, and pay 
olf her bonds as they fall due.'

Terrible Accident near Wilmington 
Philadelphia North American of Wednesday 
give* the following account of the powder-mill 
explosion at Wilmington, previously reported 
by telegraph: 

At ten minutes past 2 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon a concussion of the earth was experi- 
enced in this city that was intensely puzzling 
ns to its origin. Windows rattled, plastered 
walls cracked, crockcryware tumbled from 
shelves, and in some places fissures opened i 
the ground. In a large grocery store i 
Chestnut street, a broad shelf, ladeu with bol 
ties of preserves, tilted over, throwing to the 
floor a mixture of ruin, sweetmeats and 
ken glass. 

During the afternoon, seeking for the results 
t* ibis phenomenon, we were shown, among 
other things, a house in Carpenter street with 
a fissure in its walls full two inches wide, ex 
tending from the roof nearly to the bottom 
A few doors off, in the yard at the back of th 
house, there was a gap in the ground, as 
though some mighty power had warped it an 
produced an opening. Tbe composing room 
or tuu office was very perceptibly shaken. 

The local telegraph brought accounts or sim 
ilar phenomena in different parts of the city, 
=and speculation was rife as to the cause of so 
unusual phenomena. Later in the day it was 
known that the concussion was caused thirty- 
two miles off, by the explosion of the packing 
room at Dupont's powd«r mills, near VVU; 
mington. 

These mills are situate on the Brandywtne. 
a stream ilowine past the town of Wilming- 
ton Delaware. They are about ihree and a 
half miles from the town. They comprise 
three nuusaive stone buildings, erected against 
the side of a bill, each of which is scarce less 
strong than a fortress. Not far from them is 
a cluster of houses occupied by the operatives 
in the mills. It i3 called Dupontville. Its 
residents work in the mills, and are devotedly 
attached to their employers, the Messrs. Du- 
pont Previous calamities have occurred at 
these mills. Men have lost their lives, but 
their families remain to this day the care of 
their employers, one of whom, Mr. Alexis 
Dupont, it will be remembered, was a victim 
withhis work people. 

From passengers who last night came up iq 
the train we glean accounts, which , put to- 
aether, give us a partial idea of the casualty. 
The packing house and one of the mills con- 
taining a quantity of gunpowder, at the house 
above named, from causes that shall never be 
known blew np. The maasive stone walls 
were hurled so far that not a stone composing 
them is recognizable. The sound ot the 
explosion was so terribly deafening that the 
families of the workmen liring in the adjacent 
hamlet were stunned as by an electric stroke 
It was some minutes before the smoke cleared 
away, and the effects of the tremendous con- 
vulsion were apparent. 

Some dozen or more of people were killed, 
and half frantic mothers and children were 
shrieking among the ruins of the buildings tor 
those of their kindred supposed to have bee-) 
at the time upon the spot. The quantity ot 
uowder was much less than usual, for a re- 
cent delivery had taken place, but enough re- 
mained to blow into the lar distance every ves- 
tiire of lhe mill* and to shake the earth for 
niiles around, even as far as this city, at least 
thirty-three miUs distant. 

Confederate Privatkers not Pirates Ac- 
cording to Commercial Law.— An important 
case has been decided in the Court of Nisi 
Prius, Judge Lowrie, Philadelphia. The owe 
is thus stated by the Ledger: 

On the 11th instant, the case of John Fi 
field vs. Tbe Insurance Company of the State 
of Pennsylvania was tried before Chief Jus-^ 
tice Lowrie, at Nisi Prius, on a lajlicy of in" 
surance for «3,000 on the brig John Welsh, 
,iated December 23, 18G0, for one year. Un 
tthe6th of July, 18UI, the brig was captured 
by the rebel privateer Jeff Davis, about three 
hundred miles off Nantucket Shoals, and be- 
came a total loss to the insured. The In- 
surance Company refused to pay the loss, oa 
the ground that it was not covered by the 
terms of the policy. The perils insured 
airainst were of the "seas, (ires, pirates, 
rovers, assailing thieves," fcc, "a»d all other 
perils losses, or misfortunes that have or shall 
coine'to the hurt, detriment, or damage ot'tlw 
=aid vessel," &c. The facts of the capture and 
loss were undisputed, but the point raised was 
whether it was embraced by the perils insured 
airainst, it being contended that the loss wis 
-lot occasioned by pirates, rovers, or assailing 
rthieves, but by the acu ot public enem.ee, 
which was not a peril insured aeainst. The 
court directed tbe jury to find for the plaintiu 
tor the amount claimed, subject to theopinion 
of the court on the point reserved. 1 he jury 
accordingly rendered a verdict for planum for 
§3,848 7j. . . , . . ,, . 

On Saturday Chief Justice Lowrie decldfd 
lhe point reserved. He delivered a verbal 
ooinion, and stated that he had come to tbe 
conclusion that the "Jeff Daris" was a pirate 
under the criminal law of tbe t nited States, 
but was not such under the commercial law. 
The crew were public enemies, and therefore 
this capture of tbe brig Welsh was not insured 
again. tin this policy- The verdict was en- 
tered tur defendant, and the case will be taken 
to the Supreme Court lor revision.

We then and there 
passed a resolution to encourage the circula- 
tion of the Nashville Union. W e then thought 
it to be conservative and sound. It had not 
then manifested its peculiar proclivities; but 
not long afterwards it began to unfold itsell, 
and soon became open in tbe abolition cause. 
And, for many months after its change, it con- 
tinued to publish daily in its columns our reso- 
lution,nodoubt to make the impression that our 
Convention and the U nion party in ourhtate in- 
dorsed the manciple*' of that paper. 1 his con- 
duct of the editor was unsatisfactory to a large 
portion of the members of the Convention. 

But the 
Union of the 22d ultimo urges the worse than 
agrarian policy of colonizing the rebel States 
and givinq the lands of slave owners to foreign 
immigrant*. This is the full grown doctrine of 
leveling, the most monstrous, unjust, and bar- 
barous ever conceived.

Not more than a 
handful in Tennessee do indorse the aboli- 
tion poliuy of the Union.

"To the Working Men of Manchester: 

"I have the honor to acknow ledge the re- 
ceipt of the address and resolutions which you 
sent me on the ere of the new year. 

"When I come, on the Jth of March, 1861, 
through a free and constitutional election, to 
preside in the Government of the United 
States, the country was found at lhe verge of 
civil war. Whatever, might have been the 
uise, or whosoever the fault, one duty, para- 
mount to all others, was before me, namely, 
to maintain and preserve at once the Consti 
ition and the integrity of the Feder U Repub- 
lic A conscientious purpose to perform this 
duty is the key to all the measure* of admin- 
triition which have been, fend to all which 
will hereafter be pursued. Under our frame 
of (rqvernmeut. and my official oath, I coflM 
not depart front' this purpose if I would. It is 
not always in the power of Governments to 
enlarge or restrict the scope of moral results 
which follow the policies that they may deem 
it necessary, for the public safety, from time 
to time to adopt. 

I have understood well that the duty of 
self preservation rests Solely with the Ameri 
can people. But I have at the same time been 
aware that favor or disfavor of foreign nations 
might have a material influence in enlarging 
and prolonging the struggle with disloyal men 
in which the couutry is engaged. A fair ex- 
amination of history has seemed to authorize 
a belief that the past action and influences of 
the United States were generally regarded as 
having been beueficial toward mankind. 1 
have, therefore, reckoned upon lhe forbearance 
of nations. Circumstani es — to some of which 
you kindly allude- .-induced me especially to 
expect that, i'' justice and good faith should be 
practiced by the United States, they would 
encounter no hostile influence on the part of 
Great Britain. H is now a pleasant duty to 
acknowledge the demonstration you have 
given of your desire that a spirit of peace and 
amity toward this country may prevail in the 
councils of your Queen, who is respected and 
esteemed in your own country only more than 
she is by the kindred nation which has its 
home on this side of the Atlantic. 

"I know, and deeply deplore, tue sufferings 
which the workingmen at Manchester, and in 
all Europe, are called to endure in this crisis. 
It has been often and studiously represented 
that the attempt to overthrow this Government, 
which was built upon the .foundation of hu- 
man rights, and to substitute for it one which 
should rest exclusively on the basis of human 
slavery, was likely to obtain tbe favor of Eu- 
rope " Through the action of our disloyal citi- 
zens, the workingmen of Europe have been 
submitted to severe trial, for the purpose of 
forcing their sanction to that attempt, i n 
der these circumstances I cannot but regard 
your decisive utterances upon the question as 
an instance of snblime Christian heroism 
which has not been surpassed in any age or in 
any country. It is indeed an energetic and 
reinsniiing assurance of the inherent power of 
truth', and oi the ultimate and universal tri- 
umph of justice, humanity, and freedom. 1 
do not doubt that the sentiments you have ex 
pressed will be sustained by yourgreat nation 
aud, on tho other hand, 1 have no hesitation 
in assuring you that they will excite admira 
tion, esteem, and the most reciprocal feeling; 
of friendship among the American people. I 
hail this interchange of sentiment, therefore, 
as an augury that, whatever else may happen, 
whatever misfortune may befall your couutry 
or my own, tbe peace and friendship which 
now exists between the two nations will be, 
ns it shall be my desire to make them, per- 
petual. ABRAHAM LINCOLN.

The Kiss in Gold— What auk wi: Frichit- 
rvEo About'.' — Uold rose yesterday to 171. Io 
other wortls, one hqridreii tint! seventy-one 
dollars in paper money were required to pur- 
citase one hundred dollars in (fold. Many 
people, rending this quotation ou the bulletins 
or in the Herald, pur.se up their mcuths, t-levate 
their eyebrows, shake their heads, and walk 
nway with hearts depressed, and a general 
feeling and air of what a shrewd physician 
. nils "gonenesss." What of it? What if gold 
at 171? Wall street is not the nation byany 
manner of means. 

If you ask any Wall slreet broker why gold 
has risen to a premium of seventy-one cents 
on a dollar, he will probably tell you that it is 
beta UJC of our depreciated currency. If he 
tells you that, he talks nonsense. The rise in 
gold does not indicate accurately the deprecia- 
tion of the currency. The currency is just the 
same to-day as it was a week. ajQ. when trolii 
tood at 1 53. Uold has risen because Wall 
itreet has been discounting the future again. 
Congress may pass the Finance bill, hundreds 
of millions riiore of paper dollars may be is- 
sued, and then the currency will be awfully 
depreciated, says Wall street— and then up 
goes gold, not because the currency has depre- 
ciated, but because it may depreciate at some 
future period. This is speculating in specie 
aud probabilities. Wall slreet seldom deals 
with solid facts, but. generally wilh wishe? 
hopeo, and proroises.- 

Who wants to buy any gold at a high pre- 
mium? Very few people beyond those, who 
buy it to sell again when it rises higher. 
But even these dealers in gold seldom handle 
the substance. They buy and sell the shadow 
ot gold on paper. Out of the millions of gold 
bought and sold weekly in Wall street not 
one million of dollars' worth is ever seen or 
owned by the seller or purchaser. Paper takes 
the place of gold in these transactions, as in 
the currency. If the United States received 
its custom duties in its own money, and paid 
the interest on its bonds tin its own money, 
instead of in gold, there would be no demand 
for the precious metal, except in a very few 
cases, where persons are obliged to send mon- 
ey abroad. In all ordinary transactions gold 
and silver are unnecessary, and tb,e people get 
along very well without them. The rise iu 
prices hurts everybody more than the rise in 
gold. The quotations from Wall slreet no 
longer show us what gold is really worth, but 
only at what price the speculating, gambling 
money changers are buying and selling it for 
their own aggrandizement.

S&~C. M. Clay publishes the following card 
in the New York Times and simultaneously in 
the New York Tribune: 

Washington, D.C., Feb. 24, 1863. 
To the Editort of the New York Times: 

In the Times of yesterday you have an article 
styled "Russia Made Happy," to which I desire 
to say but a word in reply. I have nothing to 
say about the spirit of that editorial toward 
me — it is the same, with all the rest you have 
written in reference to me, while at home and 
abroad. I do not hold myself above just or 
even unfriendly criticism, as a public servant. 
In that I shall endeavor to defend mvself bv 
my life-acts, not by words. But when you 
venture the insinuation that (1) "he can serve 
the government consistently with his private 
sentiments" only in a foreign mission, you 
misrepresent my "sentiments, ' and injure the 
cause of the country. I told President Lincoln 
that I could not and would not enter the field, 
except the policy was adopted of liberating 
the slaves of rebels. So soon as the President 
issued his proclamation of the 22d September, I 
offered my services at once to Gen. Halleck. 
I was received in such manner that Secretary 
Chase, who was present, and who had urged 
me to take a command by the most pressing 
arguments, was satislied, as well as myself, 
that 1 could not serve tho country or my* own 
reputation by entering the service. Justice to 
the country and my own character for frank- 
ness demand of me to say that I regard Uen. 
Halleck as too intensely pro-slavery to do jus- 
tice to any man of my views of the great po- 
litical issues pending. I have done what I 
could, and I shall do what I can, to induce the 
President to put Gen. Benj. F. Butler in his 
place. 1 believe that such a change would 
save the republic millions of men and money. 
I Nothing short of that can give the vigor and 
effect to our arms which the crisis and the pub- 
lic sentiment demand. 
. How far "Russia shall be made happy," will 
I appear when your friend W. H. Soward shall 
I place more of ray correspondence and less of 
I hi i own before the public. 

I am your obedient servant, 

C M. CLAY. 
This card is somewhat interestingon several 
I accounts. It shows, amongst other things, 
I that Mr. Clay is a conditional Unionist; thai 
I General Halleck is not abolitionist enough to 
I see an able chief in Mr. Clay; and that owing 
I to a like deficiency the Secretary of State does 
Jnot recognize in Mr. Clay a great statesman 
land diplomatist. This is all very hard on Mr. 
IClay himself, but, so far as it goes, it is credit- 
able to the official gentlemen concerned and 
Jto the Administration of which they form a 
Ipart; nay, it almost amounts to a gleam of 
light amidst the thick abelilion darkness that 
Envelopes the President and his Cabinet. It 
so happens that the wrath of Mr. Clay praises 
the men he would degrade ; and, if the Admin- 
istration is but governed in the case by ordi- 
nary feelings of propriety and self-respect, hi? 
wrath, whilst praising his enemies, will de- 
grade himself.

A Peep i ;to Dixik.— Through the column? 
of the Mobile Register, of Nov. 14, we can 
catch a glimpse or two of events in the con- 
fines of the rebellion. A negro boy left Mont- 
gomery, Ala., with Vaughon's brigade of Ten- 
nessee troops, who whistles like a mocking- 
bird, and his owner offers one thousand dol- 
lars reward for the boy and the thief who 
stole bin], "as such thelis have been too com- 
mon of late." Plantations are offered for sale, 
the owners being desirous " to remove the ne- 
groes into Georgia." Goetzel & Co. are engaged 
in the manufacture of writing-paper. Elegant 
city residences are advertised for sale at great 
bargains. Tardy & Co. advertise salt at auc- 
tion by the bushel. A concert is advertised in 
the Natchez Courier for the benefit of the Jef- 
ferson Artillery; "admission ono dollar, or 
two pairs of soeks or gloves, socks preferred." 
Capt. Buck, of the 43d Alabama, advertises 
for recruits, offering fifty dollars bounty, and 
publishes a long list of deserters with thirty 
dollars reward. The Register publishes " the 
great speech of Vallandigham," and says, 
"the universal desire expressed to read this 
interesting and important expose of a consist- 
ent opponent of the war, induces us, notwith- 
standing its great length, to lay it before our 
readers, to the exclusion of much other mat- 
ter." Its Richmond correspondent favors the 
plan of making Confederate Treasury notes a 
legal tender, thus creating the greatest possible 
demand for them, and when the vacuum thus 
created is filled, to absorb the excess by forcing 
its investment in govermental stocks. The 
Register is printed on a half sheet of very 
dingy paper. The Selma Register nominates 
Hon. Washington M. Smith as a candidate for 
Governor. The Mobile Theatre is open— 
among the company are Messrs. C. T. Wolfe, 
T. B. Macdonough, J. Anderson, T. Hamilton, 
J. Watkins, H. Henry, Miss Cecelia Crisp, 
Mrs. Jessie Clarke, and Mrs. W. 11.

(6f The .Nashville Gas Light Company 
having refused to make transfer of stock sold 
by the Cincinnati Gas Company, alleging as 
the cause, the provisions of the Sequestration 
act of the Confederate Congress, by which 
the right of persons in the Northern part of 
the Union in property in the South was de- 
clared forfeited, Brigadier-General R. B. Mitch- 
ell has issued an order upon the subject which 
will have the effect to bring the corporation 
to its senses. He declares that all individuals 
and corporations attempting to avail them- 
seves of, or to obey, any law of the so-called 
Confederate Congress, or any statute of any 
Legislature passed subsequently to the passage 
of disloyal acts by such Legislature, shall for- 
feit all their property, iu pursuance of the 
confiscation act of the United States Congress, 
and all individuals, acting for themselves or 
for corporations, attempting to commit this 
act of treason, shall be sent south of the lines of 
the United States army- This is evenhand 
ed justico, for those who prefer the laws of the 
rebel government to those of the United 
States should not be allowed to claim the pro- 
tection of the Federal army but should be 
packed off, bag and baggage, to the more con- 
genial regions of Dixie. We have known 
many instances of bold effrontery sinco this 
rebellion broke out, but the Nashville Gas 
Company has certainly capped the climax of 
audacity in declaring, virtually, that the laws 
of the Federal Congress have been re|>ealed 
or abrogated by the action of tho rebel Legis 
lature. 

8©~ There appears to be a good deal of 
doubt respecting the present attitude of the 
conscription bill in Congress, some thinking 
the bill has passed the Senate only, while others 
think it has passed both Houses. It has in 
truth passed both Mouses, but it has passed the 
lower House with amendments, in couse 
quencc of which it will go back to the Senate, 
where, if we may trust the judgment of the 
Washington correspondent of the New York 
Journal of Commerce, it will encounter fur 
ther discussion. "From what I hear," says 
this correspondent, "it will not go through the 
Senate with the same ease that it did before 
Many of the Senators who would have voted 
against it on the night it passed that body 
were engaged at an entertainment at the 
French Minister's, and did not dream that the 
bill WM to be pressed to a vote that night.

Tartuffes in hypocrisy, men whose lungs 
might emit noise enough to rend the region 
and crack sounding boards, houorables who 
(like the Preacher in Hogarth's plate), upon 
the text, I speak as a fool, in excited convul- 
sions, haveexposed harlequins' jackets beneath 
the flowing robes of statesmanship which so 
misfit them, have, in this Congress, strutted a 
brief, mischievous period.

Gentlemen: 1 noticed in your issue of 
recent date an article reflecting rather un 
justly upon the conduct of myself and com 
pany, and which will be considered so by 
every well-disposed person. As for myself, I 
was for several months engaged as scout and 
guide for the Union forces at this place, and 
afterwards succeeded in getting up a company 
of Tennessee cavalry, and since theorganiza 
tion of the company we have been doing 
duty at this place, and subject to the orders 
of the post-commander. 

My men are mostly all citizens of this 
State and Kentucky, and up to the time 
they joined the Union army were considered 
good and respectable men. They were not 
willing to see Republican liberty destroyed 
and the flag under whose folds they had be> n 
raised up from childhood trampled under fout 
by armed traitors. No! They preferred death 
to national disgrace, which would occur should 
the rebels succeed.

Washi:.gton, March 2. 

BKN ATK. 

Mr. Chandler presented a resolution from 
the Legislitture of Michigan approving the 
President's proclamation, 4c. 

Mr. Ch iodler called up tho bill for the col- 
lection of abandoned properly and for the 
prevention of fraud in insurrectional y districte. 

The pending question being on the motion 
to strike out the section providing for the pur- 
chase of cotton, rice, sugar, tobacco, the mo- 
tion was lost — 14 to 21. 

Mr. Clark offered an amendment providing 
that any officer of private coming into posses- 
sion of any snch abandoned property shall 
turn the same over to the agent ot the Gov- 
ernment; and, failing to do so, they shall be 
tried by court-martial. Adopted. 

Mr. LHvis offered an amendment that any 
officer plundering or secreting property or st 11- 
ing cotton, rice, or tobacco, or iu any way 
aiding any one else to do this, shall be dis- 
missed from the service, and forever be incapa- 
ble of holding any office or place in the ser- 
vice. 

Mr. Powell moved to insert the word taking 
after the word plundering, and the word 
money after the word property. He had evi- 
dence that officers in the West had taken 
large sums of nmney from persons they had 
arrested before Ihey would release them 
Agreed to. 

Mr. Powell said this amendment was offered 
simply to make a charge against certain offi- 
cers; he was unwilling to make them without 
any evidence. 

Mr. Davis paid a ship load of flour was 
stopped at Balize by a brother of a certain offi- 
cer, and the captain was made to sell his flour 
at $10 per bbl, and then this brother sold it

Mt'RFRBKbflORO, Feb. 28. 

News received here indicates that Vicksburg 
is to be evacuated by the rebels. Everything 
except the supplies tor the army is being re- 
moved.

We took Tuscumbia, with 200 prisoners. 
All their stores, horses, one piece of artillery, 
and one of Van Dorn's trains were captured. 

A large forage train, which went out on tho 
Lebanon pike yesterday, in returning was at- 
tacked by 300 or 100 guerillas at the Stone 
river crossing. Three regiments of our troops 
conveying our train replied to the fire of the 
rebels, and after a brisk engagement, lasting 
several minutes, drove them back. The gue- 
rillas fled precipitately, having lost eight men 
" illed and twenty wounded. Among the 
slain was a rebel Captain. Our own loss was 
slight. t 

A private of the 35th Indiana, name not as- 
certained, while doing picket duty at La- 
ergne, between here and Nashville, was shot 
dead last night by one of the enemy's prowl- 
ng scouts. It is supposed the sentry challeng- 
ed the rebel, and the latter, to protect himself, 
anticipating what the other would havedouc, 
fired. These events, and other indications, 
tend to the bc'ief that the enemy is advancing 
his lines. 

It is now a very frequent occurrence for our 
scouting parties and foraging trains to fall in 
with detached bodies of the enemy, even with- 
in a few miles of Murfreesboro.

It says the 
suspension of the blockade for a few hours did 
not terminate it, nor did it impose upon the 
blockading power the necessity of giving fresh 
notice to neutral States of an intention to 
blockade.

Washington, March 28. 

The closing hours of Congress are marked 
with the most important documents concern- 
ing the foreign policy of the Government, so 
far as it relates to intervention. The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations havo bad un- 
der consideration, during all the present ses- 
sion, a series of concurrent resolutions on the 
subject ot mediatiou, which have just been 
unanimously reported for adoption by Con- 
gress. 

What is remarkable is that they reflect the 
harmonious views of Sumner, Davis of Ken- 
tucky, Foster, Henderson of Missouri, Wilmot, 
Hicks of Maryland, and Doolittle, who repre- 
sent the various shades of Congressional opin- 
ion. The preamble sets forth the reception of 
the proposition of mediation from France, and 
says, that, as the idea of intervention may be 
regarded as practicable by foreign governments, 
they may lie led to proceedings tending to em- 
barrass present relations. It is consequently 
the duty ol Congress to prevent any misun- 
derstanding, by a declaration of opinion. 

The first resolution declares, that, while 
Congress has accepted foreign mediation on 
international questions, it cannot receive from 
foreign powers a proposition respecting domes- 
tic troubles, and will regard such a proposition 
of foreign interference as unreasonable and 
inadmissablc. 

The second resolution sets forth that the 
United States is grappling with a rebellion 
which is seeking the destruction of the Re- 
public, to erect a power whose corner-stone 
shall be slavery, and that foreign interference 
can but aid thi3 undertaking, and will conse- 
quently be looked upon by the United States 
as an unfriendly act. 

The third resolution asserts that the rebel- 
lion was encouraged by the hope that cotton 
was king, and, if it is not sustained by this 
hope, it must yield to the authority of the Na- 
tional Government. It is the duty ot foreign 
Governments to frankly inform the chiefs of 
the rebellion that their attempt to found a new 
government, with slavery as the corner-stone, 
is offensive to civilization and the moral sense 
of mankind. 

The fourth resolution expresses confidence 
iu the justice of the cause of the United States, 
which is that of good government and human 
rights, and announces that the war will be 
vigorously prosecuted. 

The fifth and last directs the transmission 
of the resolutions to Ministers of the United 
Swtes in foreign countries, that the declara- 
tion and protest set forth may be cjmmu. 
nicatcd by them to the government to which 
tbey are accredited. 

Boston, March 2 
The Union Club has been organized. Ed- 
ward Everett, as President of the club, pur- 
chased the mansion of the late Abbott Law- 
rence for $3,000. It will be used as their 
headquarters. The principles of the Club are 
unwavering support to the Government in 
putting down the rebellion 



The House passed the Senate bill disapprov- 
ing certain acts of the Nevada Territorial Leg- 
islature tombing the righu of foreign mining 
cotnpauy corporations within the Territory. 

The House took up the Senate bill reorgan- 
izing the courts of the District of Columoia 
and authorizing the appointment of new 
Judges.

The Senate bill to establish the guage of the 
Pacific Railroad and its branches at four feet 
eight and a half inches was passed. 

The Honse passed the following Senate bills: 
One providing that the Supreme Court of 
the United States shall hereafter consist of one 
Chief Justice and nine Associate Justices, one 
of whom shall hold court in the new circuit 
court of California and Oregon. One granting 
alternate sections of land to Kansas for rail- 
road and telegraphic purposes. One giving 
the right of pre-emption to settlers on the so- 
cial raucbe in California. One giving to sol- 
diers discharged iu consequence of wounds or 
sickness the same bounty as if he had served 
two years. 

One providing for the removal of certain 
bands of Sioux Indians from Kansas. 

One to facilitate the taking of testimony to 
be used in foreign countries for legal pur- 
poses. 

The House passed the Senate joint resolu- 
tion of thanks to Gen. Rosecrans and his offi- 
cers and men. 

Mr. Sheflield reported a bill from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce in relation to the revenue, 
and to punish frauds. Passed. 

Mr. Sedgwick reported from the N aval Com- 
mittee the Senate bill authorizing the Presi- 
dent to issue letters of marque and reprisal. 
Passed. 

The Senate resolution authorizing the Com- 
mittee ou the Conduct of the War to continue 
in session thirty days after the adjournment of 
Congress to complete their examination of 
important witnesses was passed. 

The bill locating a branch mint at Carson 
City, Nevada, was jiassed. 

Mr. Morrill, of \ ermont, from tlje Commit- 
tee of Ways and Means, reported a bill, which 
was passed, iu relation to the revenue, and 
reducing the duty on paper from 3o to 20 per 
cent. 

At 11:45 the House adjourned. 

Washington, March 1. 

The Senate passed the conscription bill at 
one o'clock this (Sunday) morning just as it 
came from the House. It is, therefore, a law, 
excepting the signature of the President. 

The principal provisionsof the new law may 
be summed up thus: All male persons be- 
tween eighteen nhd fortv-five, excepting idiots 
and those convicted of crime, are to be en- 
rolled and subject to draft by order of the 
President. The supporters of widowed moth- 
ers, or the fathers of small, motherless chil- 
dren, are exempt, if drafted. All other persons 
drafted can be released from draft bvpaying 
three hundred dollars, or less, if the War De- 
partment shall decide on a smaJler sum. The 
Provost Marshals, who are to be appointed to 
enforce the conscription, may arrest, without 
warrant, all persons charged with treasonable 
practices; but such persons must be turned 
over immediately to the civil authorities for 
trial on those charges. The olher provisions 
of the bill relate to courts -martial, consolida- 
tion of reduced regiments, Ac, of no general 
interest to the public at large. 

There was no resort to parliamentary tactics . 
to defeat the bill, as has been intimated, but it 
was again opened in the Senate to full and free 
discussion, and the friends of the measure did 
not call a vote till its opponents had made all 
their speeches and offered their amendments.

SENATE. 

The Senate met at 9 o clock. 

No minister was present to open the Senate 
this morning.

A message from the House of Representa- 
tives was received by Mr. Line, assistant clerk, 
announcing their concurrence in several Sen- 
ate bills and resolutions, and the passage of 
several bills which originated in that House, 
in which they ask the concurreuca of the Seii- 
uto. And the passage of a Senate bill con- 
cerning runaway slaves, with an amendmtnt, 
as a substitute for the same, in which amend- 
ment they ask the Senate to concur. 

Mr. Whitaker — Banks — A bill to incoq.or- 
ate the Deposite Bank of Frankfort. 

Mr. Goodloe offered several amendments; 
adopted. 

Mr. Goodloe offered another amendment, 
which was adopted, by yeas 18; nays 12. 

After some debate on it, the bill was ordered 
to a third reading by a vote of 16 to 12. ' The 
reading was dispensed with, and the bill re- 
jected by yeas 12; nays 14. 

Mr. Gilliss reported a number of House and 
Senate bills and resolutions correctly enrolled, 
they had been signed by the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, the Speaker of the 
Senate affixed his signature to them, and they 
were delivered to the committee to be pre- 
sented to the Governor for his approval and 
signature. 

Mr. Bruner moved that the Senate take up 
from the orders of the day the House resolu- 
tions on national affairs; carried. 

The Senate then went into Committee of the 
Whole, Mr. Bruner in the chair, upon the 
House resolutions in relation to national af- 
fairs, and the report of the majority and mi-

What sliall I write about? I can't imagine 
anything connected with the doings of this 
brigade for the last week that will interest 
anybody. Then why do you write? says a 
querulous old newsmonger. Simply to keep 
my hand in, good friends. Writing is like 
sleeping, the more you do the more you want 
to do, and you might as well try to make the 
Ohio ruu up stream by placing a dam below 
the falls as try to slop a man from scribbling 
who has once got under headway. Now there 
are a thousand things for every philosopher to 
write learned disquisitions upon. For instance, 
there is Nigger in the first degree, Nigger in the 
second degree, and so on until you arrive at 
Nigger in the ten hundred thousandth degree. 
Wnat do our Editors write about? Niggers. 
What do our preachers preach about? Nig- 
gers! What do our statesmen talk about? 
Niggers. What do abolitionists dream about? 
Niggers. And so we go — its nigger for break- 
fast, nigger for dinner, and nigger for supper. 
Its nigger in the army anil nigger out of ihe 
army, nigger up stairs and nigger down stairs. 
Nigger in the While House and nigger iu the 
cabin, nigger at home and nigger abroad. In 
fact every element ot earth and air, and all 
the elements under the earth seem to have 
joined together to form one black, portentous 
cloud which envelopes the nation so entirely 
that we can look neither Kast, West, North, 
or South without seeing niggers, we can 
neither eat, sleep, dream, nor live for fear of 
the nigger, and I for one, although sot ad- 
dicted to Bwearing, must say most emphatical- 
ly, dam a nigger. 

We have no celebration to-d.iy, although it 
is the 22d of February. Vet I suppose that 
everybody recounts iu his own heart the 
deeds of Washington, and prays sincerely 
that we may have another patriot as true as 
he was to uid our country in her present 
struggles. 

By a general order from General Rosecrans 
we are to have a legion of honor. This is a 
very good move and will do much towards es- 
tablishing an esprit de corps, much needed iu 
every army. If the President would only al- 
low "General Rosecrans to have deserters shot 
as soon as apprehended, I think another very 
essential point would be gained. Nothing 
short of the most stringent discipline can make 
an array invincible. I believe a great deal in 
Divine Providence, but I also believe in faith 
and works combined. An army to be suc- 
cessful must be so completely disciplined that 
the General commanding can concentrate 
or deploy hi3 troops with great rapid- 
ity. No slow and irregular movements can 
have any effect upon troops as thoroughly 
drilled and disciplined as those of the South- 
ern army. And nothing short of the very se- 
verest enforcement of orders and of the regu- 
lations can accomplish this. In war we are 
not playing soldiers — we fight no sham battles, 
the game is hazardous — the stake is our Na- 
tion s wclfarejtnd glory, and those who will not 
do their duty should be made do it, and those 
officers who>do not know their duties should 
be made to give room for those who do. 

The enemy were reported to be manceuvring 
around a little in our front, but as the mud is 
only about tweufy-two inches deep around 
here, we anticipate no harm from the iunoceut 
creatures. 

My attention has just been called to a state- 
ment in one of my articles, which was made 
unintentionally, and which does injustice to 
the 1st Kentucky regiment. I have no desire 
to praise any regiment particularly, and I do 
love to do justice to good soldiers. Instead of 
saying that the 2d Kentucky moved further to 
the front during the fight of the 31st at this 
place than any other regiment, I should have 
said the 1st Kentucky, which, under command 
of "daddy" Enyart, as the boys call him, 
moved further to the front than any regiment 
in that portion of the field. The 2d Kentucky 
needs no laurels not justly her own to deck 
her brows with, and I know that every man 
in that regiment, would scorn to wear the 
wreath of glory belonging to another regi- 
ment, and especially the 1st Kentucky, which 
is its twin sister. The two regiments have 
shared their fortunes together on many a 
hard-fought field, and no jealousy can possi- 
bly divide them. 

A gentleman, just returned from a foraging 
expedition, informs rne that he was told by a 
lady, who derived her information from a 
rebel officer, that Vicksburg had been evacu- 
ated, and that Port Hudson had also shared 
the same fate. This; as a matter of cour.-e, is 
a minor, and may well be doubted. There is 
no enemy directly in our front, but I suppose 
as soon as we undertake to move forward we 
will come in contact with some of their enter- 
prizing scouts. Gen. Gilbert's command is 
now at Franklin, Tenn. The General's friends 
will be pleased to know thai he is in the field, 
as he is an officer from whom we have a right 
to expect much, and I know he will do his 
part well and truly; and, as a more thorough 
system of soldiery seems about to be estab- 
lished, he will yet take his stand among the 
leading Generals of the West. Brief letters 
are the oftenest read.

Stafford Court Hocsr, March 1. 

Colonel Wyndham, with a force of cavalry, 
left Centreville on Friday on a reconnoissance, 
and arrived- at Falmouth last evening. He 
passed through Warrenton, which was occu- 
pied by about 25 rebel cavalrymen who es- 
caped. Small parties of rebels were discovered 
at Licking and Elk Runs, and some dozen 
prisoners were taken. 

Prisoners and deserters from the rebel army 
report no force at Culpepper. 

Washington, March 1. 

A despatch received from Gen. Grant has 
given much encouragement to the President 
and Secretary of War. They express the ut- 
most confidence of favorable results at Vicks- 
burg. 

Gen. Grant asks only four or five days good 
weather to complete his arrangements, which 
are such that the military authorities here are 
convinced they will result, not merely iu the 
capture of Vicksburg, but also the rebel army 
concentrated there. 

[Special to the Timos.l 

Washington, March 1. 

The rebels on the Rappahannock for two 
days past refused to hold communication with 
our troops under the usual flag of truce. Re- 
ports from the army ol the fototnac represent 
the condition of the roads as being much worse 
than at any previous time. 

The Senate will be convened in execu- 
tive session after the adjournment of Congress, 
for the purpose, mainly, of considering the mil- 
itary nominations made by the President, 
which cannot be reached until alter the 4th of 
March. 

Tho report of the McDowell Court, of In- 
quiry censures him for leaving his command 
on the evening of the 22d ol" August to meet 
Gen. Pope at Manassas Junction without or- 
ders, and during which absence King's divis- 
ion was attacked by the rebels. The finding 
of the Court is npproved by the President. 

It is stated that the President will immedi- 
ately call out six hundred thousand men un- 
der the conscription act. 

It is said that Representative Gurley, ot 
Ohio, will he nominated for Governor of Ari- 
zona next Wednesday, and Richard McCor- 
mick Secretary. 

New Vouk, March 2. 

The Times has the following private letter 
from Port Royal which makes ihe following 
curious statement: "Gen. Foster took a Cap- 
tain and thirty men from the 10th Connecticut 
regiment just before he went North, and made 
a reconnoissance. They entered Bull's Bay 
north of Charleston harbor, and, landing 
there, marched through the enemy's pickets 
to within full sight of Charleston, and even to 
within view ot Fort Sumpter, about a mile 
and three quarters distant, so near that officers 
from the parapet could see them. They re- 
turned unharmed. There is reason to believe 
a successful attack can be made upon the 
Babylon of rebeldom from a quarter deemed 
unassailable." 

Pittsrcro, March 2. 
River 13 feet 5 inches by the pier mark and 
falling. Weather clear and mild. 

St. Louis, March 2. 

While the 24th Missouri volunteers, Colonel 
Boyd, were coming from Pilot Knob, on the 
Iron Mountain railroad on Saturday, a large 
tree fell across the track just before the engine, 
about thirty miles from here, which resulted 
in wrecking the train, killing three soldiers, 
severely wounding five, and slightly injuring 
fifteen or twenty others. 

New York, March 2. 

The prize steamer Princess Royal was pur- 
chased by the Government for $112,000. 

The \\ ashington correspondent of the Phila- 
delphia Inquirer says the charges against the 
1st Pennsylvania reserves are untrue. The 
same correspondent says a company of Stew- 
art's cavalry attacked our pickets last night, 
near Lilian Mills, but were repulsed. 

Washington, March 2. 

The President has issued his Proclamation 
calling nn e xtraerdinary session of the Senate 
on the 4th of March, to receive and act on 
communications he may make, mainly on civil 
and military nominations. 

McClellan's testimony before the War Com- 
mittee on Siturday related principally to the 
battle of Williamsburg, which he stated was 
fought against his judgment. 

He asked permission to submit his statement 
of the whole subject in writing, but the com- 
mittee declined to receive it, as they wished 
replies to direct questions on specific points. 
His examination continues to-day.

At a meeting of the Union Democracy ot 
Greene county, Ky., held at Greensburg on 
Monday, the 23d day of February, 1863, Col. 
J. B. Carlile was called to the chair and Da- 
vid T. Towles appointed secretary. 

On motion, the following named gentlemen 
were appointed a committee to draft suitable* 
resolutions, viz: Wm. B. Allen, Esq., S. 0. 
Blakeman, Josiah Mitchell, and D. T. Towles. 
After retiring for a short time, the committee 
returned with the following preamble and 
resolutions, which were unanimously adopted 
as the sense of the meeting, viz: 

Whereas, the Government of the United 
States, through the Executive and the repre- 
sentatives of tho people in Congress, has de- 
clared that this war is not waged upon tho 
part of the Government in any spirit of op- 
pression, nor for the purpose of conquest or 
subjugation, nor for the purpose of overthrow- 
ing or interfering with the rights or estab- 
lished institutions in any of the States, hut 
to defend and maintain the supremacy of the 
Constitution and to preserve the Union with 
all its dignity, equality, and rights of the sev- 
eral States unimpaired; therefore 

Resolved, That we condemn and denounce 
the proclamations ot the President of Septem- 
ber 22d, 1862, nnd 1st of January, 1863, and 
the suspending the writ of habeas corpus and 
the arresting of private citizens not subject to 
military law, and the effort of an abolition 
Congress to give to the President the power to 
arm and call into the service of the United 
States the slaves of certain States, as acts un- 
warranted by any kind of necessity, and un- 
authorized by law, either civil or military, and 
will not and ought not to be submitted to by a 
people jealous of their liberties, aud that we 
will, under the Constitution and in the Union, 
rtm t all such aggression. 

Resolved, That while we condemn the un- 
constitutional acts of the President, and an 
abolition Congress, we equally abhor and de- 
nounce the ruinous heresy ol secession which 
his laid waste our fields, desolated our habita- 
tions, and brought ruin and desolation upon 
our country in the vile, wicked, and infamous 
efforts to tear down the Government, and that 
we will resist its tyrany and oppression while 
we have arms to strike for our rights, our 
Union, and the flag of our fathers. 

Resolved, That we are for the Union as it 
was and the Constitution as it is, and that we 
will not affiliate with any party against either, 
and that we will never cast our votes for any 
man for any office who has auy sympathy for 
secession or abolitionism. 

Resolved, That we will cordially unite with 
the Democracy of the North in their efforts for 
the Union and the Constitution. 

Resolved, That we have unbounded confi- 
dence in the patriotism and loyalty of General 
J. T. Boyle, and recommend him as our first 
choice for Governor of the State. 

Resolved, That Captain T. T. Alexander is 
our first choice for the position of Attorney 
General, and our delegates are instructed to 
cast the vote of this county for him. 

Resolved, That we cordially endorse tho 
course of our talented and patriotic represent- 
ative in Congress, Hon. Aaron Harding, and 
we recommend him to the Union party of the 
district to represent the district in the next 
Congress. 

Resolved, That S. C. Blakeman, D. Turner, 
David Montgomery, Thomas Beams, J. C. 
Walker, Wm. S. Hodges, S. T. Wilson, Dr. A. 
S. Lewis, Wm. S. Davenport, D. T. Towles,

Frarfcl Calamity in Italy. — The town of 
Locarno is one of those pretty little half Ital- 
ian, half Swiss towns which line the north- 
western shores of the Lago Maggiore. The 
church, with its dome towering over the other 
buildings, its colored marbles, and its quaint 
old frescoes by Luini, is one sight of the little 
city. On Sunday, the 9th January, there was 
present in that church a congregation, coin- 
posed, as is usually the case iu this this part 
of Europe, almost entirely of women. The men 
lounging about the piazza pointed out to one 
another the enormous quantity of snow which 
had tallen during the last six days and nights 
in an almost unbroken column. Suddenly 
there was a heavy fall. "Evidently," they 
said, "another distant avalanche,' anil then a 
scream and murmur of great horror which 
spread through the quiet streets. All rushed 
to the spot, and found a scene horrible past all 
conception. The dome which covered the 
body of the church had never been cleared of 
the constantly falling snow, and the immense 
weight accumulated was too great for the 
strength of the worn-out building. The whole 
dome gave way and fell on the congregation, 
then kneeling in prayer. In thai position 
lifty-thrne female corpses were found after the 
ruius had been cleared by the inhabitants. 
One a bride of twenty years of age, named 
Bono, was alone extracted alive, and was car- 
ried to her home with "some hopes of recov- 
ery,'' but she had broken one arm and both 
legs. One old man alone perished among the 
fifty-three women who fell victims in this 
awful ruiu.— Christian World.
